EXHIBITIONS: Lower Level Exhibition Area : THE WORLD OF CERAMICS: MASTERPIECES 

FROM THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART. A selection of more than 160 
ceramic masterpieces from the ancient, Islamic, medieval, later 
European, pre-Columbian, American Indian, Japanese, Chinese, Korean, 
and Indian collections of the Museum. Through September 5, 1982. 

Upper Level Exhibition Area : MARCEL BREUER: FURNITURE AND INTERIOR
